| MASTER BURKE. 

| This extraordinary Dramatic and Musical 
| Phenomenon is now playing at the Park The- 
| atre, New-York. The following sketch from 
the London Dramatic Magazine, will not 
| prove uninteresting to our readers : 


Joseph Burke is descended from one of the 
, Most ——— families in the county of Gal- 
| way, in Ireland; his father being nephew to 

Sir John Blake, and consequently first cousin 
| o represented the 
| above county for some years. Mr. Burke is 
| also, we are informed, first or second cousin to 
| Sir James Burke,whose family once possessed 
' considerable estates in the county of Galway; 
| but, by adhering to the cause of Charles, they 
; suffered in common with those, who having 
| pledged the oath of alliance to that monarch, 
| refused to abandon his fortunes. The descen- 
, dants, therefore, of the families who had been 
| plundered of their possessions by Cromwell, 
| were obliged to trust to their talents for the 
| means of subsistence, which they employed of 
| course, in various ways. We have given the 
| above detail, because it so rarely happens that 
| the candidate for histrionic fame can boast of 
| the pomp or dignity of ancestry ; for although 
selves forward as ‘ladies and gentlemen,’ there 
| are very few indeed,who, from birth, can claim 
| that distinction. Our hero made his debut, 
| when only five years old, on the Dublin stage, 
| in the year 1824. The characters chosen for 
_ the occasion were Tom Thumb and Lingo.— 
| His success was so complete, as to prognos- 


He shortly after appeared at 
| the English Opera House and the Haymar- 
ket. At the latter theatre, he met with con- 
| siderable applause in the characters of Dr. 
O’Toole, Lingo, &c. He then quitted the 
; metropolis, and took the general provincial, 
| tour, where the versatility of his genius gave 
| not only unqualified satisfaction to the gene- 
| ral admirers of the drama, but obtained the 
| encomiums of those whose powers were of 
| matured excellence. Among others may be 
| noticed, the venerable O’Keefe, who, as a 
| tribute to his talents, presented him (in the 
| year 1826, at Chichester,) with a pair of sil- 
, ver buckles, which he himself wore when a 
| youthful candidate for public favor; he also; 
gave him a lock of his hair, and requested| 
that on his death it would be worn in a ring 
by him. We must now notice the theatre 
which may be termed the key-stone of his 
fame—for by the excellent management of 
Mr. Elliston, opportunities have been offered 
of exhibiting Master Burke’s talents in every 
varied hue. - His first appearance at the Sur- 
ry was in 1827; his principal character this 
season was in the March of Intellect, which 
drew many crowded houses. Since that pe- 
| riod, he has pen numerous parts in tra- 
gedy, comedy, opera, burlesque, and farce. 
| We have now to speak of Master Burke’s 
| professional attainments. On viewing him in| 
| the combined light of actor and musician, we 
certainly think we are warranted to declare’ 
that he is the most astonishing instance of, 
_ precocious talent it ever fell to the biogra-| 
_pher’s lot to record; for though there are’ 
| many extraordinary examples handed down 
| to us of early genius being evinced in either 
| of the above sciences, yet we believe they 
| have never been so admirably united in one 
| so young till now. Although Master Burke 
| is only in his 12th year, he possesses as fine 
a power of observation, and as correct an 
idea of genuine humour, as any actor we ever 
saw. His attitudes, too, are astonishing—va- 
ried, easy, and graceful; while his by-play, 
self-possession, and attention to the business 
of the scene, even in the most difficult charact- 
ers, are not less curious than gratifying to 
witness. 

Though his tragedy is by no means devoid 
of merit, we think that the bent of his genius, 
is decidedly comic; there is a playful gaiety | 
in his manner, and an archness and vivacity 
in his looks, all admirably adapted to the 
service of Thalia. Indeed, in some of his fa- 
vorite performances, his acting was so easy, 
so utterly void of art, that the stage seemed 
his proper home, and the happiest imitation 
of the varieties of human life, apart of his own 
nature. There is one character in particu- 
lar, which we will notice, for it induced us to 
make the above remark. It is in a farce cal- 
led At Home for the Holidays, where Mas- 
ter Burke had to represent a young lad re- 








lute mastership of the family for one entire 
day. The glee he displayed when he com- 

lled his old tutor to learn the lessons with 
which he had been teased, during the past 
month, was delightful; and his audacious 
ease, but high good humour, when he order- 
ed the servants about, was laughable. 

Of his performance of Richard and Shy- 
lock we can only observe, that-he spoke the 
dialogue with great correctness, evidently ap- 

ing to feel the sentiments he uttered, and 


the boisterous rant of certain actors we could 
mention, as the cool courage of a Henry dif- 
fers from the bragadocia of a Pistol. We 
cannot better close this memoir, than by the 
following extract from Mr. Stafford’s very in- 


at the age of twelve years, one of the finest 
violinists in the kingdom. The ease, the 
feeling, the brilliance, and the fineness of his

. Mr. T——, a you ntleman with a 
broken limb, which te to heal long after 
the fracture, went to vonsult Mr. Abernethy ;

his dark bright eye on the “doctor,” and said 
—‘‘Mr. Abernethy, I have been here on eight 
different days, and I have paid you eight dif- 
ferent guineas ; but you have never yet listen- 
ed to the symptoms of my complaint. I am 
resolved, sir, not to leave this room till you 
satisfy me by doing so.” Struck by hisman- 
ner, Mr. Abernethy threw himself back in 
his chair, and assuming the posture of a most 
indefatigable listener, exclaimed, in atone of 
half surprise, half humour, “Oh, very well, 
sir, 1 am ready to hear you out. Go on, 
give me the whole—your birth, parentage, 
and education. I wait your pleasure ; go on.” 
Upon which, Curran, not a whit disconcerted, 
gravely began—‘My name is John Philpot 
Curran. My parents were poor, but I believe 
honest people, of the province of Munster, 
where also I was born, being a native of New- 
market, county of Cork, in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. My fath- 
er being employed to collect the rents of a 
Protestant gentleman of small fortune, in that 
neighbourhood, obtained my entrance into 
one of the Protestant free-schools, where I 
obtained the first rudiments of my education. 
I was next enabled to enter Trinity College, 
Dublin, in the humble sphere ofa sizer” 
and so he continued for several minutes, giv- 
ing his astonished hearer a true, but irresisti- 

bly laughable account of his “birth, parentage 

and education,”’ as desired, till he came to his 
illness and sufferings, the detail of which was 

not again interrupted. It is hardly necessary 

to add, that Mr. Abernethy’s attention to his 

gifted patient was, from that hour.to the close 

of his life, assiduous, unremitting, and devot- 
ed.”

vious.” Nothingcan be more feasible. The: 
Plot (an excellent plot) was in 1605, and the 
author died in 1616; and he therefore must 
have written the play within ten years after 
the discovery of the treason, and also, with- 
out question, before his own death. . Thus 
time and place adhering, and their fitness fit- 
ting, we have only to look to the drama itself 
for that complete internal evidence which 
must carry conviction hume to-every under- 
standing. ? 

Not only every line, but every word, syl- 
lable, and letter, will be found to breathe of 
Shakspeare; if not exactly as he is handed 
down to us by his other immortal works, at 
any rate in a perfectly new and original man- 
ner. We had better turn over the pages; 
there is not one without its beauties.
